HIT PARADER 


A short time ago, angry letters of 
protest poured into CBS from thous- 
ands of Pat Boone fans all over the 
country. Elvis Presley had worn white 
buckskin shoes on an Ed Sullivan show. 
These fans thought that Elvis had un- 
fairly usurped Pat’s famous trademark 
and were quick to let the network know 
their feelings about the matter. 


What kind of young man is this who 
can inspire such an intense demonstra- 
tion of loyalty? Talented? Obviously. 
In just two years he has risen from 
relative obscurity to become one of the 
world’s most popular entertainers. In- 
telligent? Pat will probably be elected 
to Phi Beta Kappa after his graduation 
from Columbia University. Handsome? 
Well, just look at any of the photos 
accompanying this article. Ask a questi- 
on about any quality of Pat’s, and you 
can’t help coming up with a favorable 
answer. 


This remarkable young man is truly 
a show business phenomenon. The phen- 
omenal nature of Pat’s success is point- 
ed up by the fact that his appeal ex- 
tends through all age groups and to 
people in all walks of life. After com- 
pleting a country-wide poll on Boone, 
Randy Wood, president and founder of 
Dot Records, called him “the first teen- 
age idol that Grandma can dig, too.” It 
was Pat who proved to the schools, chur- 
ches and PTA’s across the country that 
rock and roll did not mean moral deg- 
eneracy for the nation’s youth. Even 
the stuffiest educator could hardly com- 
plain that this clean-cut and moral 
young man would be an unhealthy in- 
fluence on the younger generation. 


Pat, for example, is a devout member 
of the Church of Christ and has spent a 
lot of time preaching and singing for 
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congregations in all parts of the coun- 
try. Right now he is working with 
a Manhattan congregation. In addition 
to this he is happily married to his child- 
hood sweetheart who is Country singer 
Red Foley’s daughter, and they are the 
proud parents of three young daughters. 


Born in Jacksonville, Florida, Pat 
moved with his family to Nashville, 
Tennessee, and there attended Burton 
Grammar School and then David Lips- 
comb High School. Indications of his 
future success could be seen in Pat’s 
high school career. There he was elect- 
ed president of the student body and 
voted the most popular boy in school 
for two consecutive years. In addition 
to this, he was a writer and cartoonist 
for the school paper and yearbook, and 
he was awarded four letters in base- 
ball, two in basketball, and one in 
tennis. 


Already in those years Pat was doing 
some thinking about an eventual sing- 
ing career. He acquired some experi- 
ence performing at various functions 
throughout the state, and when he was 
seventeen Pat was featured on a radio 
show of his own on Station WSIX, in 
Nashville. After winning several am- 
ateur contests in Tennessee, Pat came 
to New York and scored personal tri- 
umphs on the Ted Mack Amateur Hour 
and the Arthur Godfrey Talent Scouts 
Show. Several months later Pat was 
signed to a contract by Randy Wood, 
President of Dot Records, and watched 
his first recording, “Two Hearts”, shoot 
up to the top ten almost immediately 
after its release. He then went back to 
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the Arthur Godfrey morning show on a 
permanent basis, and the rest of the 
story is well known to all Pat’s fans. 


During his first year on top, Pat sold 
over four million records. At the end 
of the second year, he was well on his 
way to the ten million mark. Mean- 
while, he was making more and more 
new friends through his appearances 
on the Godfrey show. Hollywood film 
offers poured in as the movie makers 
became aware of Pat’s great talent and 
tremendous appeal. He continually turn- 
ed these down because he didn’t want 
anything to interfere with his studies 
at Columbia University. Finally, he did 
accept a bid to record the title song of 
the motion picture, Friendly Persua- 
sion.” When this recording, from the 
actual sound track of the movie, was 
released, it became one of the biggest 
hits of 1956. Recently Pat did accept 
a million-dollar motion picture contract 
with Twentieth Century Fox. Before 
signing it, though, he made the Twen- 
tieth Century executives agree to con- 
ditions which would prevent any in- 
terference with his college work. Pat’s 
first movie, “Bernardine,” co-starring 
Terry Moore, went before the cameras 
in February and is now showing across 
the country. 

Another facet of Pat’s career that has 
added tremendously to his popularity 
has been his extensive schedule of per- 
sonal appearances. One particularly 
memorable one was at a fair in Greens- 


boro, North Carolina, during the fall 
_ of 1956. Torrential rain had begun to 


early in the morning and continued 
tt es = Seen : 
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right up to the time of Pat’s appear- 
ance. This downcast young man was 
prepared to face row upon row of 
empty seats and told his manager that 
he wouldn’t accept any. money because 
no one was going to show up in that 
kind of weather. When Pat walked out 
onto the stage he gazed in astonishment 
at 80,000 expectant faces and as many 
rainhats and slickers. Similarly, he was 
welcomed to a youth rally in Chicago’s 
International Amphitheater during the 
worst kind of weather by 35,000 cheer- 
ing fans, who gave him a five-minute 
standing ovation. 


Pat’s personal appearances have not 
been limited to this country. One 
British newspaper, for example, called 


him “Mr. Success.” In his most recent] 


European tour, Pat played every night 
to sold out houses. The usually placid 
English press and public outdid them- 
selves with a display of unprecedented 
enthusiasm. 


Tributes to Pat which have resulted 
from all these successful activities have 
been too: numerous to list. For example, 
history was recently made on an Ar- 
thur Godfrey show, when he was pre- 
sented with five gold records awarded 
for platter sales of one million or more. 
Pat was probably the first entertainer 
ever to get five at one time. He was 
also the youngest entertainer ever to 
receive the “Personality of the Year 
Award” from the Variety Clubs of 
America. In addition, Pat has been 
voted “most promising male vocalist” 
by both Billboard and Cashbox maga- 
zines, and in one year (1956) he had 
biographies printed in fifty national 
magazines. And the list of awards and

School, »” has caused as much of a stir 
as his curly brown hair, brown eyes and 
amazingly white teeth. Randy’s success 
story is remarkable, not only because 
“After School” is his first songwriting 
effort, but also because a new record 
company was formed with the express 
purpose of recording Randy singing his 
own songs. The Board of Ethics of the 
American Dental Association have, 
however, advised Randy to keep his 
singing and songwriting career apart 
from his dentistry, hence the use of the 
pseudonym “Randy Starr’. 


Randy was born on July 2, 1930, in 
New York City; began singing with 
his school glee club; was on the Col- 
umbia College radio station as a folk 
singer and sang in summer camps and 
hotels during the holidays. He was 
graduated from the Columbia Dental 
School in 1954, then served for two 
years as a dentist in the Air Force with 
the rank of Captain. 


Although Starr has been writing 
songs for the past seven years, none of 
them clicked until that day recently 
when he walked into BMI-affiliated Re- 
public Music with two new numbers. 
One was “Heaven High”, a calypso-type 
song — the other was a number with 
teen-age appeal, “After School”, which 
he considered the less commercial of 
the two. Dick Wolf of Republic Music 
went for “After School”, however, and

after hearing Randy demonstrate the 
song, suggested that Randy make the 
record himself. Thus, Sammy Kaye, who 
owns Republic Music and World Artists 
Ine., Starr’s agency, set the wheels in 
motion to form Dale Records, with 
Randy as it’s sole recording artist. 


From the moment the disc was re- 
leased, “After School” was picked as a 
winner by most of the trade papers, and 
Starr was sent on an extended dise 
jockey tour. Immediately, the nation’s 
teen-agers recognized the youthful new 
singer as a new star. 


Today, the merry-go-round is gaining 
momentum, Club and theatre offers are 
pouring in, although for the time being 
Starr is restricting himself to weekend 
engagements where he can fly in and 
out in two or three days. 


Randy, who has written between fifty 
and sixty songs during the past seven 
years, is trying not to let recent events 
change his plans. He intends to continue 
practicing dentistry, while recording 
and writing new songs. He admits 
cautiously that he might leave his prac- 
tice temporarily if the demand for ex- 
tensive personal appearances become 
too great. 


The BMI songwriter, who works with 
lead sheet and tape recording machine 
as he sings and accompanies himself 
with the guitar, has some very definite 
ideas about current trends in music. 
Although he feels that the calypso 
craze will not last as long as most 
people predict, he believes that it will 
leave a definite impression on many 
future songs.

Searle would like to wear a big tag 
proclaiming “No, I am not Jackie 
Searles of the movies.”’ Handsome Jack 
Searle hails from Chicago, where he 
attended the University of Illinois and 
left school to join the U.S. Army during 
World War II. He is always being con- 
fused with the kid movie menace, Jackie 
Searles, and once and for all would like 
to have it known he is Jack Searle 
and never made a movie. 

In the Army, Pvt. Jack Searle auditi- 
oned some songs he wrote for officers 
in charge of Army shows. They didn’t 
think much of the songs, but they as- 
signed him to sing in the shows. Jack 
hadn’t thought of making singing his 
career up til then, but since he was so 
well received he decided to become a 
professional singer. In 1946, after his 
honorable discharge from the Army, 
Jack landed his first job at the Chez 
Paree club in Chicago, where he ap- 
peared with Jimmy Durante, Sophie 
Tucker, Lena Horne and many other 
stars. After a lengthy engagement at 
the Chez Paree, he went to California, 
where he was signed as vocalist with 
the Boyd Raeburn orchestra. 

After a year he felt like seeking 
new worlds to conquer and went to 
New York. He attended a Benny Good- 
man rehearsal and was introduced to 
the famed musician-bandleader. He said 
to Goodman, “I sing like you play.” 


Goodman was intrigued and had Jack 


sing for him. That night Searle became 
vocalist with the Benny Goodman or- 


chestra and traveled with the aggrega- 
tion for six months. This was followed 
by making records for RCA Victor, 
Mercury and Columbia — but nothing 
happened. 

In 1951, Jack returned to the Chez 
Paree for a five-week engagement with 
Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis. He be- 
came so discouraged because it looked 
like he’d never make it singing that he 
entered the Dominican Monastery, 
where he remained for nine months. He 
meditated and thought about his future 
— and finally decided that he would 
continue. 

Jack then went to Brazil, where he 
was featured at the swank Casablanca 
club for two months. He was also 
starred on Brazilian radio and TV. He 


. flew back to Chicago and married his 


childhood sweetheart, Kathleen, whom 
he had known since she was 3. 


In Gotham Jack landed a job selling 
Buick automobiles and is still selling 
cars while trying to crash the singing 
barrier. Joseph Leahy, A&R head of 
RKO-Unique Records, heard Searle and 
recorded him on April 8th. His first 
session was so great that the record 
was: released on April 15th. One side 
was “I’ve Got A Part Time Love (and 
a full time heartache”) written by the 
popular husband-and-wife song writing 
team Lawrence and Adela Elow. The 
other side was a sound-effects novelty,

Born Judy Gaye Gardenswartz (try 
getting that on a marquee) in 1938 at 
Denver, Colorado, she started to sing 
at the age of two, but it wasn’t until 
she was nine years old that she really 
worked at it.

Hi there everyone — and, before we 
go any further, I want to say thanks 
to all of you who have written in to 
HIT PARADER to ask so, so, so many 
questions, and also thanks to those of 
you who asked to join my newly or- 
ganized national fan club. 

Now to get down to business. First 
we had a question from Patty Salerno, 
of Falls Church, Virginia. She asked, 
“Ts it true that it is easier to become 
a recording star today than it was some 
ten years ago?” 

The answer is a very definite YES! 
Ten years ago there were only a few 
recording companies in comparison to 
today’s 300 or more firms. The music 
business itself was never bigger than it 
is right now. All of these firms, your 
independent, as well as the major com- 
panies, are continually on the lookout 
for new talent. Likewise, it is much 
easier for unknown songwriters to get 
their breaks on today’s market, inas- 
much as there are also several hundred 
publishing outfits in comparison to the 
dozen or so a decade ago. 


Arnold Bascom, of San Francisco, 
California, asked us to explain the fol- 
lowing recording business terms: Dub, 
session, master, gimmick. 


O.K., Arnold, we’ll take your question 


in four parts. (1) A DUB is a sample 
recording used to showcase (demon- 
strate) either an artist or a song and 
sometimes both. (2) When you ask a- 
bout a SESSION, I take it you’re speak- 
ing of a recording session. Very simply, 
that’s the overall process of recording 
an artist with a band or what have you; 
first on tape, which is later transfered 
to acetate. (3) A MASTER is the fin- 
ished product of a recording session. 


When the session is over, that which has — 
been recorded onto tape is transfered ~ 


to laquer discs after editing and cor- 
cretions are made. This laquer is called 
a master and it is from this laquer that 
your actual records are made. (4) A 
GIMMICK is some sort of a trick sound 
which adds to the commerciality of a 
recording. The sound can be something 
done vocally by the artist or mechanic- 
ally with an instrument or other ap- 
peratus.
